Producers of Irish potatoes in 
1942 will be given U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture price support 
that will assure favorable returns 
throughout the season, according 
to information received by B. W. 
Shotton, Jr., of the Princess Anne 
County USDA War Board. 

Prices of Virginia potatoes of 
the round white variety will be 
supported at $1.50 per 100 lbs. for 
growers who plant between 80 to 
110 per cent of the acreage allot- 
ments, for potatoes grading U. S. 
No. 1 or better, sacked, f. o. b. in 
carload lots. Appropriate price ad- 
justments will be made for market- 
able potatoes grading 85 percent U. 
S. No. 1, for potatoes ih bulk and 
storage if it proves necessary to 
handle bulk or stored potatoes, 
and for other varieties. 

Recent announcement was made 
that under the AAA's conservation 
program growers with potato allot- 
ments for 1942 may plant 110 per- 
cent of their allotment without 
incurring a deduction, and that they 
must plant at least 80 per cent of it 
in order to qualify for the full po- 
tato ACP payment. This ruling 
does not affect growers without a 
potato allotment. The 10 per cent 
increase in the allotment and the 
price supporting provisions are be* 
ing offered to insure a full plant- 
ing of the 1942 national allotment, 
which is the same as the 1940 and 
1941 allotment. 

Low prices the past few years 
have caused considerable reduction 
of the national planted acreage but 
high yields per acre provided ade- 
quate production, says the USDA.

Our tax laws must be sim- 
plified, and the unbearable complexities of the 
present laws with the huge cost of adminis- 
tration, determination and collection on the 
part of both the government and the tax- 
payer must be eliminated. 

"Additional revenue should not be raised 
through increased income and excess profits 
taxes on the individuals and corporations con- 
stituting not over 10 per cent of the country's 
population that are bearing the great bulk 
of the tax load at the present. It is this 
middle class that has always constituted the 
backbone of the country. It cannot be 'liqui- 
dated' without the most devastating conse- 
quences to everv element of the population. . . 
The least harmful tax would probably be a 
general sales tax. In this connection, it should 
be observed that more than 74 per cent of 
the national income is received by labor. "

It has been forecast that war needs may 
make it impossible to provide the utility in- 
dustry with all the supplies it needs for meet- 
ing anticipated power demand. 

At the same time, it has been openly 
charged and never denied that Federal power 
bureaus, such as the REA, are hoarding or 
wasting tremendous quantities of vital ma- 
terials. 

It is a fact that government power projects 
are building and planning transmission lines 
which duplicate existing lines. It is a fact 
that government power agencies have re- 
fused to cooperate on power-pooling arrange- 
ments with private utilities which would per- 
mit maximum power output at minimum 
cost in money and materials. It is a fact 
that a group of public power fanatics, many 
in high government positions, are still try- 
ing to destroy the private power industry, 
irrespective of the effect on the war effort. 
Their policy grimly parallels Hitler's pro- 
gram of "divide, isolate and conquer." 

Not one inch of power line should be built 
by a power agency unless it is absolutely 
needed. Not one inch of power line should 
be built which parallels existing lines. Not 
one dime should be spent by Federal power 
agencies in areas where the private com- 
panies, tf free d of political p ersecution, can 
do the job. And no agency, governmenT of 
private, should be permitted to hoard mate- 
rials which are urgently needed elsewhere. 

For years, the drive for socialized power 
held back the normal expansion of the private 
industry — at the country's expense. If the 
drive is permitted to continue, it will menace 
the very existence of the nation. Will the 
promoters of state socialism in the United 
States hold the whip hand at home when we 
are trying to protect our shores from in- 
vasion by nations which have jiarried state 
socialism to the" ultimate abroad? What a 
fantastic situation to contemplate in our 
greatest hour of peril.

The effort of the Virginia 
House of Delegates to retain the 
rotten borough system of perresen- 
tation in order to protect the 
seats of certain members who 
might not otherwise be reelected 
has a close kinship with the re- 
cent effort of the House of Rep- 
resentatives in Washington to pro- 
vide life pensions for Congress- 
men.

Oepocracy and Religion 

The absolute necessity of an un- 
saleable bond between democracy 
.and religion can be more clearly 
seen now than, perhaps, at any 
other time in modern history. 

Here we are in America standing 
before the world and saying that 
"all men are created equal," which, 
!by implication, means that we are 
committed to the task of establish- 
ing a society of freinds and broth- 
ers. In America, we have to look 
■out for each other's rights and in- 
terests in the same manner as do 
members of a family. Persecution 
and injustice to anyone or any 
group goes against our grain. It 
is un-American, we say. That 
means that it doesn't belong among 
people who are looking at society 
as if it were a family. 

Yet, look at us. Look at the hu- 
iman family in the United States 
sixty million Anglo-Saxon mem- 
bers, fifteen million Teutonic mem- 
bers, thirteen million Negro mem- 
bers, ten million Irish members, 
nine million Slavic members, five 
million Italians, four million Scan- 
dinavians, two million French, one 
million Finn, Lithuanian, Greek 
respectively, one-third of a million 
Indian, one-third of a million Fili- 
pino, Oriental and Mexican. This 
is our American family. And, we 
affirm, that every member of it 
is equal, in his rights, to every 
other member of it; that the actual 
unity and cooperation of all these 
T^nnle is what we mean by Ameri- 
can democracy. No group domi- 
nance, no discrimination, no perse- 
cution can be permitted. 
How is it possible, or even -think- 
able, that men, whose racial and 
religious rivalries have led them 
in other lands, to oppress each 
other should be able to live together 
peaceably in America? It is not 
possible — it is not even thinkable— 
unless we have in America that 
vital and profound kind of religion 
which releases the spiritual re- 
sources of men, in the proper ex- 
ercise of which, by the grace of 
God, they are enabled to love one 
another and to live together as 
brethren. 

It is easy — it is natural — to hate. 
Easy — and natural — to be greedy, 
to take advantage of the under- 
privileged, to exalt one's self, to 
oppress and to persecute people 
who are different from ourselves, 
to deny the human brotherhood. 
This can never create democracy. 
It can and it has created totali- 
tarianism. But only good religion, 
believed and practiced, can create 
arid sustain democratic society be- 
cause the love, and understanding, 
and cooperation which democracy 
requires for its very existence are 
spiritual things.

A War Polky For 

American Schools 



Little things which never seemed 
important before are now vital to 
victory. 

In the small towns and on the 
farm as well as in the big cities 
Americans who may not be serving 
in the front lines can also contri- 
bute their share to winning the war 
through conservation. „ 
metal, when you turn out the light 
if it is not needed, when you make 
your tires and other articles of 
peace last longer, when you use 
one paper towel instead of two, you 
are doing your part in the war ef- 
fort. 

Such is the theme of a "War On 
Waste" program which has just 
been started by the Scott Paper 
Company df Chester, Pennsylvania. 
It is in keeping with the national 
conservation program sweeping the 

country. 

YoYu ordinarily would not at- 
tach much importance to careful 
use of paper towels or tissues, say 
officials of the company, but con 
servation of that kind, which is a 
good thing even in peacetime, as- 
sumes a greater meaning when it 
isrealized that the saving of one 
paper towel makes the same pro- 
duct available to a defense worker 
and contributes to national health. 

So, the Scott Paper Company, 
through the use of posters and lit- 
terature in large and small defense

striving to educate the worker on 
the careful use of not only paper 
towels, but all products needed to 
help win the war. 

The campaign shows how he can 
do his part to beat the axis even 
if he is not serving with McArthur 
at Bataan. 

This thought is driven home 
through a series of red-white-and- 
bule posters, some of which carry 
an illustration of a determined 
Uncle Sam. He is not the smiling 
Uncle Sam of peacetime, but a 
grim figure who points to the work- 
er and says: "WAR ON WASTE, 
DO YOUR PART FOR CONSER- 
VATION, SAVE A LITTLE- 
HELP A LOT." 

That dramatic message is being 
seen in many "industrial plants 
throughout hte country. 

"Do your share to conserve pa- 
per by using fewer towels," says 
one of the smaller posters. "Con- 
serve washroom supplies. Towela 
soap and tissues, protect your 
health," declares another. Still an- 
other states, "War declared on 
waste. Do your part by conserv- 
ing towels. Don't waste paper." 



The Educational Policies Com- 
mission of the National Educa- 
tion Association calls upon every 
rural school in' the nation to con- 
tribute materially to the war ef- 
fort, in a publication, A War 
Policy for American Schools, just 
issued by the Commission. 

The policy report calls for a 
wartime program of school action 
which gives every child an oppor- 
tunity to play a part in winning 
the war. Such programs are al- 
ready underway in many com- 
munities. 

To rural schools the Commission 
recommends that courses be intro- 
duced immediately for teaching 
farm mechanics, including care, re- 
pair, operation of tractors, trucks, 
automobiles and other farm ma- 
chinery; for making basic mechan- 
ical training available to all boys 
and girls; for relating the teach- 
ing of vocational agriculture to 
national and allied needs for agri- 
cultural products; and for assist- 
ing students to plan and care for 
diversified home fruit and vege- 



table gardens. The Commission 
recommends the participation of 
rural schools in dairy and poultry 
projects and in programs of sal- 
vage and conservation of materials 
needed for national defense. Rural 
schools are urged to give special 
education to adults who lack train- 
ing in the fullest productive use of 
the land, to teach first aid and 
home nursing to older children, and 
to encourage wide use of specially 
organized library services for 
children and adults. 

The Commission recommends 
that at intervals of two or three 
years every child be given a 
thorough physical examination 
with systematic and vigorous fol- 
low-ups for the correction of 
remediable defects. School systems 
are urged to cooperate closely with 
local public health services or to 
work for the establishment of such 
services if they are not available 
in the community. 

To help rural school meet the 
expenses of some of these under- 
takings, 120,000,000 has been ear- 
marked in Congressional appropri- 



abi titles needed in the war, be 
given training to develope these 
skills so that they might enter 
military service or defense indus- 
tries with preparation which would 
not otherwise be provided. The pro- 
posal does not advocate the induc- 
tion of youth into the army at an 
earlier age than that now pro- 
vided by law. It calls for the es- 
tablishment of a reserved category 
of a percentage of youth between 
17 and 19 years, who would be 
given appropriately directed edu- 
cation at government expense to 
equip them for services where they 
would be of most benefit to the 
nation. 

Dismissing the idea of "educa- 
tion as usual" as neither possible 
nor desirable, the Commission 
names eleven priorities in education 
for the consideration of school 
boards and educational workers. 
"These appropriate war duties of 
the schools should be given ab- 
solute and immediate priority in 
time, attention, personnel and 
funds over any and all other activ- 
ities," insists the Commission.

WASHINGTON, D. C— The following table issued by the Treasury 
Department is intended as a savings yardstick for the average income- 
earner. It suggests how everyone of the 48,000,000 
employed persons in the United States may partici- 
pate in the war effort through the systematic purchase 
of Defense Savings Bonds. 

"The job ahead of us is far bigger than most'of us 
realize," Secretary Morgenthau declared in making 
the table public. "I know that the American people 
are ready to do their part to win the war. One of the 
ways we can do much more is by intensifying our 
effort m the purchase of Defense Bonds." 

While persons without dependents may be able to 
set aside more than the suggested figures, persons 
with several dependents, or with other heavy family 
obligations, may be unable to save at the suggested 
rate, the Treasury Department pointed out.

I IGHT1.VG is, and always has 
*-* been, of the greatest Importance 
in picture-making — so today let's 
consider the subject of backlighting. 
There are several reasons why every 
photographer should frequently use 
backlighting in his picture-making. 

First, It's an excellent means of 
dramatizing any subject. 

Second, It's one of the primary 
methods of adding variety and extra 
interest to any snapshot collection. 

And. on the third count, it's one 
of the most effective tricks I know 
in producing out-ofthe-ordinary pl£ 
tures. 

Ail right, now what are the prac- 
tical aspects of backlighting? In 
other words, how can It be made to 
work tor yon In your picture-mak- 
ing, rather than against you? 

Well, remember this: composing 



a backlighted picture will be no 
more difficult than composing any 
other snapshot if you let your in- 
herent good taste guide you. 

Exposure, however, is somewhat 
different tor backlighted subjects 
than for "normal" subjects. If — as 
in many cases— yon want a sort of 
silhouette effect, then the secret Ilea 
In a very short exposure. But. it 
you should want a good deal of de- 
tail In the shadows, then you've got 
to give at least 100 per cent extra 
exposure — twice as much as normal. 

However, don't worry too much 
about technicalities. Remember to 
shade the lens from the sua and 
compose simply, bat In any event 
try making pictures when the light 
Is coming from behind your subject. 
You'll find iU one certain way to 
get dramatic, interesting pictures.

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Care of Refrigerators

The Office of the Price Adminis- 
tration has released the following 
suggestion for the conservation 
and care of the present supply of 
refrigerators.

Give the inside of the boxx a 
thorough cl uwHwy at defrosting 
time, or at least fctiCe each week in 
summer and atjp-monthly in win- 
ter. Wash with a slightly warm 
solution of about a tablespoon of 
soda in an ordinary dishpan of 
water. Don't fojpst to wash the 
freezing complnillllent, inside and 
out — that's where food odors col- 
lect. If you have rubber dividers in 
your ice trays, wash them along 
with the drip tray in warm soatf 
water, never scald them. Metal 
food racks and vegetable bins 
?hould likewise be, washed each 
time.

The freeze order applies to all 
bicycles except those actually in 
transit at the time the osder be- 
came effective.

The term "new adult bicycle" 
was defined to mean any bicycle 
with a frame measurement of mor<| • 
than 19 inches from the center of 
the crank to the top of the saddle 
staff post, and which has never 
been used by an ultimate consum- 
er. Bicycle makers now are pro- 
ducing so-called "Victory" models, 
stripped of all non-essential gad- 
gets and bright work. They are 
forbidden to make juvenile models.

In orthers, the WPB ruled 
out certain tin-plated bottle caps 
and fluorescent lighting fixtures 
for non-essential uses and gave 
notice that civilian use of copper 
would be further curtailed.

The order forbidding future pro- 
duction of fluorescent lighting fix- 
tures except under top-rated prior- 
ity orders allowed manufacturers 
20 days in which to fill other orders 
on which work already has started. 

An immediate halt was called to 
production of tin-plated caps for 
bottles containing ketchup and 
chili sauce, and for glass containers 
used in home preserving. After 
four weeks, manufacture of such 

ties must be stopped as , well as 
production of tin-plated covers for 
glass containers for candy, peanut 
butter, coffee, tea, dry spices and 
some other products.

Most of the copper available for 
civilian uses, Batt said in a state- 
ment, will go into "behind the 
lines" uses whch support the mili- 
tary forces, such as power lines, 
war materials plant, railroads and 
machine tools. 

Other sources said the copper 
program for the third quarter — 
July, August and September — 
might be even more drastic. As it 
stands, they said, the program 
means that virtually no copper at 
all will be available for civilian 
use other than the "behind the 
lines" activities mentioned by Batt.

Thus, the additional intake 
likely to add unnecessary weight 
to one's body could be eliminated.

Ceiling Prices On 
Anthracite Frozen 



Effective April 1, producers 
prices on PennsyTvanlHaTithracite 
were frozen at the price prevailing 
at that time. The ceilings estab- 
lished are the prices which prevail- 
ed last October 1-15 and which 
have been maintained since that 
time by coluntary compliance of 
coal producers with the request of 
the OPA. The order requires that 
the customary seasonal discount on 
domestic sizes of anthracites be 
kept in effect. These start with a 50 
cents per, ton discount on deliveries 
in April, 40 cents for May, 25 
cents for June and 10 cents for 
July.

should make the decision, prescribe

Princess Anne poultrymen who 
turn their new c"rop of pullets into 
a poultry yard occupied last season 
by a flock of old hens will be in- 
viting an outbreak of disease, un- 
less they plow the yard or disinfect 
the soil, said County Agent, H. W. 
Ozlin. 

When it is possible, Ozlin sug- 
gested that contaminated surface 
soil be plowed under, a good seed 
bed prepared, and a grass, legume, 
or small grain crop planted. Other- 
wise young birds may pick up dis- 
ease when they scratch and peck at 
filthy soil. Plowing is not always 
practical with the poultry arrange- 
ment, but considerable protection 
from disease can be afforded young 
birds if the contaminated surface 
soil is thoroughly soaked with a 
strong disinfectant. A good disin- 
fectant for this purpose can be 
made by dissolving a pound of 
commercial lye and two and one- 
half pounds of water-slacked lime 
in five and one-half gallons of 
water. About one-half to a gallon 
of this solution is used per square 
yard of soil, depending upon the 
absorbent quality of the ground. 

If soil is to be disinfected in 
the way, H. W, Ozlin reminds pouU 
trymen thai it is Important all re- 
fuse material be removed from sur- 
face of soil, such as planks and old 
sacks, and these also be disin- 
fected or burned.

vegetables and fruits— and keeping up their advertising to let their 
public know what the changes are in products, prices and quality. 

The idea that there is "nothing to advertise" has almost evaporated 
and it is realised that there is more need for local advertising today than 
there ever was before. Because a few great national industries are not 
in "business as usual" is not a good reason for state and local institu- 
tions to curtail their advertising. 

Surveys show that weekly farm papers have increased their adver- 
tising. The responsibility falls heavily on the retailers to put local daily 
and weekly papers in the same class, and instead of "sitting down and 
taking it" let the publk know how to handle their problems— some of 
which are opportunities— and meet the current changes in this good old 

world of ours. 

Fewer people are living out of tin-cans, many have given up siik 
hosiery and are pulling-on substitute textiles. A lot of luxuries are 
being skipped, and practical things called "something else" are com- 
ing into style. It's in the papers! 

The hardships of ordinary civilian life aren't half as many as one 
reads about, and it may be that local small business men in large and 
small communities will fare better by letting their lights shine, and 
remembering that it pays to advertise. 

WAR PRODUCTION FOR VICTORY 

On December 7, 1941, the "defense" program came to an end and 
our war program began. Pearl Harbor completely changed the nation's 
sights. Production schedules and a defense program which loomed large 
on December 7 becanv» obsolete the day following in relation to expanded 

needs. 

The outlook after Pearl Harbor as compared to that of but one 
year beiore is illustrated by the tmdgei. esiiiiisvc& oi — _.. r — ■_. 
for the fiscal years 1942 and 1943. the latter having been submitted one 
month after Pearl Harbor. 

In January, 1941, Government defense expenditures for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1942, were budgeted at $11,000,000,000. In January 
of 1942, however, budget estimates for the war effort in the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1943, were set at $56,000,000,000— more than five times 
the amount originally scheduled to be expanded during tb« preceding 

fiscal year. 

All well and good, under the critical circumstances. But what «rf 
action ? What has been happening on the production lines ? 

A report of an outstanding, yet typical, industrial company offers 
an encouraging answer. Deliveries of war materials by General Motors 
for the first quarter of 1942 are due to show an increase of 50 per cent 
over deliveries to the Government in the last quarted of 1941 and an 
increase well in excess of 100 per cent over deliveries in the July- 
September quarter of last year, according to GM Chairman Alfred P. 
Sloan, Jr., And the fact that this oempany was very much in war pro- 
duction long before Pearl Harbor is indicated by the further report 
that deliveries of war materials m the fourth quarter of 1941 totaled 
$158,300,000, an increase of 37 per cent over deliveries in the third 
quarter, and were equivalent to an annual rate of production of $633,- 
000,000. 

As Mr. Sloan said in concluding his report to stockholders, every- 
where, in all industry, the efforts being put forth under the new goals 
set by the President and the Congress have never been equaled in Am- 
erican industrial history. All the experience, all the resourcefulness, 
air the ingenuity of trained engineers and production men are being 
focused without stint on this one task. In this there can be no halting. 
There is but one objective and that is — VICTORY."

Accord- 
ing to this authority, it will nqrj be long before our production program

will be oiling so rapidly that present rail and highway transportation 
facilities will be taxed to their limit to keep pace. It is inevitable 
that transportation must be geared directly with production to keep 
the flow of materials and finished products moving. Our highways are 
•but a part of our production lines. ' . 

The biggest job that highway transportation will have to fill u i in 
•the elimination of what traffic men term "hot spots," says Mr. 
JFruehauf. Should production outrace transportation, conditions, in 
this respect will hot be uniform throughout the country. In one spot 
production requirements may be readily met by the available trans- 
portation, while in another place raw materials or finished products 
may pile up beyond the ability of local transportation requirements. 
Such a condition produces the "hot spots." 

It is here that highway transportation, particularly the truck- 
trailer with its great capacity and versatility, can do its greatest job. 
Only three days before Pearl Harbor, Donald M. Nelson, then Priori- 
ties Director, ordered the removal of all estictions on the poduction of 
truck-trailors because, he stated, "they provide the most economical 
form of commercial highway transportatoin, both from the standpoint 
of cost and metals consumed." 

Franklin D. Roosevelt not long ago said, "production and trans- 
portation of the machinery of defense must not be interrupted* 

The time to prevent such an interruption, according to Fruenaut, 
is not when the emergency or shortage exists. It is then too lap 
If we had a national sales tax of 10 per cent it would mean tha.

According to a lot of estimates being made in Washington it begins 
to look as though most of the automobiles driven by civilians will 
graduallv disappear from the highways before the war is over. If your 
rubber tires don't last through the coming "good old summertime you 
likely won't be able to get new ones. 

The reaction to this condition is philosophical-everyone seems to 
accept the situation, and say that "if that is the way to win the war 
well get along somehow." 

Time will have to tell how long it will be before the wars are over. 
Time will have to tell when the nation will be able to suspend production 
of war materials and get back to business as usual. 

But when the time comes for public opinion to shout for the re- 
torn of automobiles the cars, after the necessary "make ready" interval, 
will automatically and peacefully ride off the assembly lines, and the 
manufacturer of automobiles will resume its position as the greatest 
industry in the country.

heads emergency medical services 
in Norfolk, was present last night. 
Regarding Food and Water 
For the benefit of those who are 
specially interested in water and 
food supplies, Dr. Harper said gas 
attacks probably would bring little 
or no contamination to water, since 
it is unlikely that chemicals would 
be used in such quantities and with 
a sufficient quality of persistence 
as to affect appreciably city water 
supplies. However, he advised that 
all foods, not hermetically sealed, 
be discarded after severe attacks 
to guard against arsenic poisoning. 
He emphasized the admonition of 
Dr. Walker, who preceded him, that 
refuge be taken in high places, not 
cellars, in case gas is spilled by the 
enemy. Dr. Walker had advised 
that civilians take to second floors 
—and above, if possible. 

Gases are used in warfare, the 
speaker said, not so much for the 
purpose of killing the enemy as 
to disable him and to spread panic 
both among the military forces and 
the civilian population. Death, they 
pointed out, seldom results from 
gas attacks. Dr. Walker expressed 
the opinion that H. G. Wells, the 
British author, is chiefly responsi- 
ble, in his vivid and over-drama- 
tized description of the first gas 
attack at Vimy Ridge, for the un- 
paralleled fear men have of gas. 
Not Minimizing Horror 
However, neither he nor the 
other speakers minimized the hor- 
ror or the force of chemical war- 
fare. It is designed not only to dis- 
rupt enemy operations on the field, 
and to put out of action as many 
soldiers as possible, but to disorgan- 
ize work in war centers behind the 
front, cripple lines of supply and 
frighten the civilian population into 
the mood to call it quits. 

The various gases, symptons 
shown by victims and treatment in 
each case were described in detail. 
As in the first World War, phos- 
gene is the principal lung irritant, 
Among the blister gasses are mus- 
tard and Lewisite. The former was 
used largely in World War I| the 
latter, more immediately effective 
and more dangerous, is a new com- 
pound. Also there are tear gases, 
incendiaries and other chemicals 
which may be used effectively. 
Dr. Walker described the pur-

Announcement is made today by 
Harris Hart, Supervisor of the 
Merit System Council, Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Commission, of 
forthcoming examinations for the 
United States Employment Service.

Parliament. Under the Congres- 
sional system, members of the 
House of Representatives in Wash- 
ington, and of the House of Dele- 
gates at Richmond, are elected for 
two years. They have no perman- 
ent tenure of office, no proprietary 
right in their seats. The plan to 
pension members of Congress on 
retirement was a violation #L this 
fundamental principle. The reten- 
tion of rotten boroughs in Vir- 
ginia in violation of the State 
Constitution is a similar violation 
of this fundamental principle. A 
member does not own his seat. He 
is elected to it for two years. The 
people have the right to elect some 
one else at the end of two years. 
Manipulation of district lines to 
aid in the reelection of any mem- 
ber violates the most essential 
principle of the representative de- 
mocracy. 

It is disgraceful that Virginia 
should undertake to violate this 
principle at the very time that it 
is being challenged by dictators 
and by arrajd forces throughout 
the world. A vote against equality 
of representation is a vote against 
a principle for which we are now 
fighting a global war. It is a vote 
offensive to the people and calcul- 
iquitous fee system, and establish- 
sentation in their Legislature. 

It represents the same kind of 
thinking that inspired the Con- 
gress to vote to pension its own 
members for life on retirement.

Will Aid Housewives

x 200 feet, and ten concrete Daph- 
nia ponds, one of the improvements 
made by WPA. These ponds are, 
so to speak, the beginning of the 
"assembly line" from wigglers to 
the *large fish which fishermen 
sometimes catch, but always talk 
about. In these ponds are pro- 
pagated a large species of Daphnia 
or water flea, used to feed the baby 
fish before they can assimilate such 
food as sheep's liver, herring, 
mackerel and alewivee. 

"Strange as it may seem to the 
layman, fish have many diseases," 
said Mr. Buller. "Certain types of 
water carry gases that are injur- 
ious to fish and aquatic animal 
life, or may be lacking in oxygen 
Proper aeration of such water 
eliminates these unfavorable con- 
ditions. Hot water," according to 
this fish expert, "contains less dis- 
solved oxygen* The cooler the 
water the more oxygen will be pre- 
sent."

Additional evidence of Japan's 
intentions is found in a speech 
made sometime ago by an Admiral 
who is now in command of Nip- 
ponese naval forces. He said that 
his ambition was to invade, con- 
quer and occupy the Pacific Coast 
to drive the defending forces back 
toward the Middle West, and so 
eventually dictate the terms of 
peace to a helpless President in the 
White House at Washington. 

The Japanese have obviously 
placed great faith in their 'enemies' 
indolence, blindness and pacific 
ways of thinking.

America's anti-submarine cam- 
paign is being stepped up rapidly 
to meet an expected all-out summer 
drive by 300 to 400 U-boats, reliable 
sources said today. 

The Navy announced that 28 
Axis submarines had been sunk or 
presumed sunk by U. S. forces thus 
far. Naval observers said, however 
that the rate of destruction was 
still too low to check the German 
drive. They gave this picture of 
the situation: 

Germany had at the very least 
120 ocean-going submarines before 
December 7 and 180 more building 
for service by mid-summer. New 
evidence indicates that this figure 
is ultra-conservative, and salvaged 
parts of destroyed submarines 
show the Germans have developed 
very rapid methods of construc- 
tion. 

Although Germany has suffered 
heavy U-boat casualties thus far, 
the rate of sinking has not slowed 



the present U-boat campaign and 
would be of dubious effectiveness 
against a more intensive drive. 

Fail to Divert U. S. Strength 

Even so, the Germans have 
failed to divert U. S. naval strength 
from more vital far fronts to form 
convoys in American waters — the 
second line in the ocean battle. The 
number of merchant craft sunk 
off the Atlantic and Caribbean 
coasts is approaching the 80 mark, 
but this rate might prove far from 
crippling in view of the tremen- 
dous shipbuilding program and de- 
velopment of land transportation 
facilities to bear some of the load 

The United States is making 
large increases in patrol forces, 
particularly in the air, and is de- 
veloping new methods of locating 
and destroying U-boats. Placing 
Army planes on the patrol under 
direct command of the Navy has 
stimulated the submarine hunt. 
Further large increases in the pa- 
trol await only the delivery of anti- 
submarine craft and the training 
of crews. 

Naval observers emphasize that 
while the battle of the American 
coast is far from won, it is also far 
from lost. The real fight is just 
beginning. 

Seven Sank in Pacific 

Of the total of 28 Axis subma- 
rines announced sunk or presumed 
sunk, seven were in the Pacific. 
Donald Francis Mason, a 28-year- 
old Rochester, Minn., naval flier, 
emerged as one of the heroes of 
the preliminary campaign. 

Mason 1 is the Atlantic pilot who 
recently reported 'sighted syh 
sank same." The Navy added 
enough words to that report to ex- 
plain that Mason spotted a subma- 
rine cruising at periscope depth, 
dived and dropped two bombs from 
a low altitude which straddled 
the periscope and blew the sub- 
partly out of the water. It then 
sank and a large patch of oil cov- 
ered the area. 

On a later patrol Mason blew up 
another submarine with depth 
charges. He has been awarded a 
Distinguished Flying Cross, a Sil 
ver Star to the Cross and a commis- 
sion as an ensign. 

Another recent sinking in the 
Atlantic was accomplished chiefly 
by Ensign William Tepuni of San 
Francisco. Tepuni bombed a U- 
boat until it lay helpless on the 
surface and was finished off the 
next day by destroyers. He was 
awarded a Distinguished Flying 
Cross. 



Alcohol Needed 
By Industries 

The government plans redistilling 
of "high wines" for conversion into 
needed industrial alcohol. Twenty- 
five big and little whiskey distill- 
eries in Kentucky, Maryland and 
Eastern Pennsylvania will begin 
shipping crude rye and bourbon 
whiskiBr-called "high wine" to two 
large redistillers for that purpose. 

The scheme is the war produc- 
tion board's second major step in 
its program to use the nation's 
huge grain supply for production 
of high-proof alcohol needed for 
explosives. The program will divert 
into sugar production high test 
molasses now used for industrial 
alcohol. 

Launched on an experimental 
basis, the program of using bever- 
age distilleries in the war effort 
will be made permanent for the 
duration of the war if proved suc- 
cessful, WPB spokesmen said. 

Thirteen distillers in the Louis- 
ville, Ky., area will ship their 
high wine to the Commercial Sol- 
vents Corporation at Terre Haute, 
Ind., for redistillation into 190- 
proof industrial alcohol, and 12 
beverage producers in Maryland 
and eastern Pennsylvania will ship 
t» the United States Industrial 
Alcohol Company at Yonkers, N. Y. 

The program, long contemplated 
had been held up tax barriers and 
other legal obstacles to the substi- 



tution of beverage whiskey for mo- 
lasses. President Roosevelt's signa- 
ture Saturday on a measure re- 
moving thes hindrances made the 
prompt action possible. 

The "high wines" run 120 to 140 
proof, the most beverage distillers 
lack the rectifying colnam neces- 
sary to distili it fitrtter •» 190* 
proof. "**• 

The program makes it possible 
to bring the whiskey to the redis- 
tillation facilities instead of at- 
tempting to ii«rtaH " rectifying 
columns in the beverage plants, 
which would require large quanti- 
ties of scarce copper and other 
metals. 



Navy Marriage Ban 
Ends For Duration 



The Navy has abandoned its rule- 
that officers of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps may not marry during; 
the first two years after they re- 
ceive their commissions, according 
to dispatches to the ships and shore 
stations. This ended the 10-year- 
old prohibition for the duration of 
the war. \ 

Groups affected by the order 
were chiefly graduate's of the U_ 
S. Naval Academy and junior re- 
serve aviation officers. Midship- 
men at Annapolis and reserve av- 
iation cadets had been required to 
sign agreements not to marry for 
two years after being commissioned 
the penalty for breaking the agree- 
ment being loss of commission.

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A Proclamation 



WflEREAS the Selective Training and Service Act of 1940 (54 
Stat. 885), as amended by the. Act of December 20, 1941 (Public Law 
360, 77th Cong., 55 Stat. 844), contains, in part, the following provisions: 

Sec 2 Except as otherwise provided in this Act, it shall be the 
duty of every male citizen of the United States, and of every other male 
person residing in the United States, who, on the day or days fixed for 
the first or any subsequent registration, is between the gase of eighteen 
and sixty-five, to present himself for and submit to registration at such 
time or times and place or places, and in such manner and in such age 
group or groups, as shall be determined by rules and regulations pre- 
scribed hereunder.

1040 for a 100.000-ton annual 
production goal, contending that 
the program had been "adopted 
in principle" at the time and had 
been since carried out. 

The testimony that Jones had 
thought the 100,000-ton recom- 
mendations of the Defense Com- 
mission unjustified was given to 
the committee previously by Wil- 
liam L. Batt, now Materials Chief 
for the War Production Board. 

"We have persistently worked 
at the problem of acquiring and 
producing rubber," the Commerce 
Secretary declared. 
■ "There has been no delay; on 
the contrary, the program has 
been pushed." 

Jones said that if "we will be 
a little careful during the next 
two years we will have a good 
deal of rubber," but that "if the 
war continues and we have got to 
keep giving rubber to other coun- 
tries and have to continue using 
it for our war effort we won't 
have a great deal for private 
use." 

Figures submitted to the com- 
mittee by Jones showed that the 
nation's stockpile of raw rubber 
increased from 40,143 long tons 
on December 31, 1940, to 342,101 
tons on March 20, 1942, includ- 
ing a gain of 87,045 tons since last 
December-?; — 

Some rubber, he said, was con- 
tinuing to come in from Ceylon, 
Africa and elsewhere and "we are 
making extraordinary efforts to 
get rubber from Central and 
South America." 

However, he said, the United 
Nations were dependent on the 
United Sttaes for supplies of syn- 
thetic rubber because they lacked 
raw materials for making it and 
it was cheaper to ship them the 
finished product than to supply 
them with the more bulky raw- 
materials. 

Jones attributed part of the 
rubber shortage to a "business as 
usual'* attitude in 1939 and 1940 
on the part of British and Dutch 
producers who he said were anx- 
ious to prevent surpluses and de- 
pressed prices in the post-war 
market.

that sleeping in the moonlight may 
cause insanity; that there is danger 
of baldness if the hair is cut in the 
dark of the moon? Or who will 
fail to respond to the picture of a 
whole community's assistance to a 
bereaved family when no under- 
taker was available. And who will 
not be interested in tracing the or- 
igins of the Ozark population? 
For many a clan and many a na- 
tionality is represented among the 
humble folk of these picturesque 
hills, which somehow were passed 
by the main streams of westward 
migration in the last century. 

All of this makes a truly splen- 
did contribution, whose greatest 
value is that it wrecks the familiar 
picture of the Ozark hill-billy as a 
degenerate and burden on society 
and reveals him as self-respecting, 
resourceful, kindly, hardy and as 
one who asks for Httle more than 
God has given him.

Selective Service 
;system Explained 

Announcing the distribution of 
occupational questionnaires (Form 
311) to men who registered on 
February 1, Colonel Mills E> Neal, 
State Director of Selective Service, 
urged that thy give careful thought 
to their skills, experience and apti- 
tudes when filling out these forms 
so that the best possible use of 
their services may be made in the 
Nation's war effort. 

The questionnaire, which is be- 
ing distributed to February 16 
registrants by their local boards, 
later will he sent to registrants *of 
the First and Second Registrations 
and those of future registrations, 
the Director said. Its purpose is an 
inventory of the present employ- 
ment activities of registrants and 
of their skills or abilities. It. has 
no connection with, and is not to be 
confused with the regular Selective 
Service Questionnaire (Form 40) 
which is sent to all registrants to 
obtain data on which Selective 
Service classification is based, 
Colonel Neal emphasized. 

The data obtained through the 
occupational questionnaire, the Di- 
rector said, will be forwarded 
through State Headquarters to the 
National Roster of Scientific and 
Specialized Personnel and to the 
United States Employment Service. 
It Will be used by these Federal 
Agencies, respectively, to locate 
persons with certain professional 
and scientific qualifications and 
those who have skills or aptitudes 
in critical and efficient utilization 
of the Nation's manpower in the 
war production program. This sur- 
vey is to be completed within thirty 
days and the full cooperation of all

Local Draft Board 
Starts Classifying 

Draft hearquarters notified local 
draft boards to start classifying the 
February 16 registrants to fill the 
June call and stated that part of 
them may be selected to fill the 
May call. 

This clarified the uncertainty as 
to where these men would be 
lumped with earlier registrants and 
become subject to early call or 
whether the army would exhaust 
the earlier list before calling on the 
second. 

The method of coordinating the 
two groups wiH be explained later, 
in detail announcement. As recent- 
ly outlined, the plan is, after the 
men have been classified, the local 
board determines how many from 
•each group are 1-A. If it has for 
example, 60 1-A men from the first 
group and 40 from the second, all 
calls from the army for new men 
are filled 60 per cent from the 
first and 40 percent from the sec- 
ond. 

It was explained that those who 
registered prior to February 16 
were referred to as the "first age 
group" and those who registered 
on February 16 were referred to as 
the "second age group." The War 
Department has indicated that be- 
ginning June 1, 1942, requisition 
will probably call for men of both 
age groups. In such event, it will 
be necessary to lay calls for the 
month of June, and for subsequent 
months on both age groups. In 
those local boards where the first 
group is exhausted by June 1, 
1942, calls will of necessity be made 
only upon the second age group. 

The method of filling calls for 
the month of June will be announc- 
ed in more detail later.

Harold L. Ickes, petroleum co-

Top Prices Fixed 
On Home Appliances 

Top prices were fixed this week 
on practically all household elec- 
trical equipment and gadgets, while 
the Price Administration set the 
price ceiling on 44 appliances at 
March 30 levels, effective April 7,- 
Leon Henderson, administrator, was 
said to be studying sweeping plans 
for the freezing of virtually all con- 
sumers' goods prices. 

The electrical price ceiling covers 
manufacturers' and wholesalers' 
figures as well as retail prices, and 
will remain in force until June 5. 
unless superseded by a new 
schedule. 

Rationing of the articles was not 
immediately contemplated, said 
Acting Administrator John E. 
Hamm, because there was a suf- 
ficient stock on hand or in manu- 
facturing stages to meet demands 
for most of this year. The War 
Production Board already has or- 
dered production to cease May 31 
on a long list of electrical appli- 
ances, while vacuum cleaner manu- 
facturing must stop April 30. 

Hamni said the ceilings were fixed 
to "prevent runaway prices" in 
view of the WPB order. 

As to a general price ceiling, the 
OPA has reached no conclusions, 
but the idea is to prevent general 
inflationary price movements.

Truck-trailers were ready 
and available to haul this needed material but they could not be used 
because shipping specifications called for redelivery. In i some cases 
after the haul was made by railroad freight cari'it took ftw days to 
deliver what would have been an overnight run by truck-trailer. 

On every hand we are furnished evidence of the crying need for 
more production. Authorities state that we are only doing a tract on 
of what we can do. Certainly there is no incentive for ™**?**«™ 
harder when the products they make are not hurried to their des, nation 
with at least the same speed that they were completed in the Pi"*- 

Because of land grants to the railroads over a generation ago. he 
government received preferential reduced rates on freight. Surely the 
saving of a few dollars on the shipment of a vital machine, airplanes 
or other pieces of equipment cannot be seriously, considered as an excuse 
to balance the delay. Often on final analysis the transferring of the 
load from truck to railcar and back to truck again at the other end of 
the line, far more than offsets the nominal rate and makes the haul 
more expense by rail in the long run. But-even of greater importance 
is the fact that workers who see the fruits of their labor lying on a 
shipping platform, just won't hustle!

Things have been going pretty fast in factories throughout the 
country. Michigan has chalked up some remarkable performance records, 
and among the most outstanding was announced a few days ago by 
Harlow W. Curtice, president of the Buick Company.

HOW TO PLANT A VICTORY GARDEN 

Believing that many persons would be vitally interested this year 
in a simple, tested home garden plan, Ferry-Morse Seed Company antici- 
pated this possibility last summer by keeping an accurate check on a 
plot of 20 by 40 feet in size.

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Trout Stocking 
To Be Stepped Up 

More than half of the rainbow 
and brook trout raised at the 
hatcheries of the Commission of 
Game and Inland Fisheries have 
already been released, according to 
G. W. Butler, the Commission's 
Superintendent of Fish Propaga- 
tion, and the fish distribution is 
being speeded up so that anglers 
may find plenty of good-sized trout 
in their favorite streams when fish- 
ing season opens. Most of this 
year's supply of fish are scheduled 
to be set free before opening day, 
although as many as twenty 
thousand of the trout may be held 
back and released later to prevent 
all fish from being caught early 
in the season, and give "fly-fisher- 
men" some good trout to fish for 
after the water gets low and in- 
sects become abundant next sum- 
mer. 

this plan of holding back a com- 
paratively small number of trout. 
for later releases was initiated and 
found very successful last year. 
Fish which are set free later in 
the season are liberated in the 
larger streams, which always carry 
plenty of water and which can 
support trout all through the sum- 
mer. These late releases help re- 
lieve the effects of heavy fishing 
during the early weeks of the sea- 
son, and are a big help to the "fly-

Tomatoes Respond To 
Good Husbandry 

Regardless of how a tomato 
grower sells his crops, he will make 
the most profit if he insures him- 
self a high yield at low cost. L. B. 
Diet rick, vegetable gardening spec- 
ialist of the Agriculaural Exten- 
sion Division of V. P. I., makes the 
following recommendations: 

Land that will produce at least 
200 bushels to the acre should be 
used, Records show that it takes 
an average of 150 bushels per acre 
to pay production costs. Any well- 
drained, fertile soil should yield 
200 bushels or better. 

Fertilizer will more than pay for 
its costs, according to experiments. 
Approximately 500 pounds- of 3-12- 
6 per acre should be placed in the 
rows and thoroughly mixed with 
the soil. In addition, a side dress- 
ing of 3-12-6 at the same rate 
should be applied. Side-dress Mar- 
globe or Rutgers 4 to 6 weeks after 
setting, other varieties 1 to 2 weeks ! 
after setting.

For marry years, farmers have 
been encouraged 
to think that 
they do not get 
m large enough 
*^iare of the 
country s In- 
come — that they 
do not get 
enough of the 
money the con- 
sumer pays for 
the products of 
agriculture 
There is a lot of truth in that 
statement It is recognized in 
Washington and the senators and 
representatives of farming states 
have constantly talked and worked 
to get higher prices for everything 
the farmer raises 

Perhaps one of the things many 
of us have overlooked in thinking 
about the economics of this farm 
price situation is that no price ever 
stands by itself The price of any 
one commodity is related to the 
price of every ottier commodity 
That must be true just as long as 
all of us are independent, not only 
upon what we produce ourselves, 
but upon what others produce 

The price paid to the producer 
should yield enough to cover the 
total cost of production, plus a 
profit That profit is the thing we 
are working for but it cannot be 
measured entirely by dollars and 
cents The real value of the 
profit anybody earns is purchasing 
power 

We have established money as a 
convenient measure of value, but 
we can't afford to fool ourselves 
about the value of money itself It 
is actually worth only what it will 
buy 

Let's Illustrate by an imaginary 
example Suppose dollar wheat 
yields the farmer a clear net profit 
of 10 cents a bushel. That 10 cents 
is what the farmer must use to buy 
clothes and coffee and sugar and 
tools — the things he cannot pro- 
duce for himself 

Now suppose wheat goes to a 
dollar ten'. Looks like the farmer 
would make twice as much profit, 
doesn't it ? But it doesn't always 
work out that way 

That dollar ten wheat Increases 
the price of the bread that must be 
bought by the worker in the shoe 
factory, who in turn demands a 
higher rate of pay. As a result, the 
price of shoes goes up, and the 
farmer has to pay more for them. 
In that way, the farmer's 20 
cents a bushel profit on wheat is ab- 
sorbed by increased costs of every- 
i thing he has to buy The only way 
he can add to his profit is to de- 
I mand another 10 cents for his 
wheat, and he soon finds out that 
I the extra dime isn't the right an- 
i swer, either, for it pushes up the 
I price of shoes still higher 

The result is what students of 
, economics call inflation. It is the 
j constant tendency of the prices of 
I everything to advance. And it al- 
I ways means trouble unless it is put 
I umler rigid control.

registration official or selective service local board. If he is .in the con- 
tinental United States or in the Territory of Alaska or the Territory of 
Hawaii, or Puerto Rico on the day fixed for his registration but because 
of circumstances beyond his control is unable to present himself tot 
and submit to registration on that day, he shall do so as soon as possible 
after the cause for such inability ceases to exist. 

3. The registration under this proclamation shall be in accordance 
with the Selective Service Regulations governing registration. Every 
person subject to registration is required to familiarize himself j^jth 
such regulations and to comply therewith. 

4. I call upon the Governor of each of the several States and the 
Territories of Alaska and Hawaii, and of Puerto Rico, and the BoanL 
of Commissioners of the District of Columbia, and all officers and agent* 
of the United States and all officers and agents of the several States, 
Territories, Puerto Rico, and the District of Columbia, and political sub- 
divisions thereof, and all local boards and agents thereof appointed 
under the provisions of the Selective Training and Service Act of 1940, 
as amended, or the Selective Service Regulations prescribed thereunder, 
to do and perform all acts and services necessary to accomplish effective 
and complete registration.

The Tidewater Memorial Hos- 
pital located in Princess Anne 
County, the construction and 
maintenance of which has been 
conducted through contributions 
of the citizens of the second con- 
gressional district, will now be 
taken over by the State for oper- 
ation. The transfer will be made 
on uly first. 

Two bills passed by the 1942 
General Assembly made it pos- 
sible for the State to assume 

thorized the State Health Depart 
ment to operate it and the other 
provided approximately $38,000 
per year for its operation. 

Two years ago Delegate Ed- 
ward L. Breeden, Jr., of Norfolk, 
was the chief sponsor of a bill 
which would have turned the 
hospital over to the State, but 
this bill was killed in the State 
Senate. This year, a similar bill 
was introduced first in teh Sen- 
ate, with Senators Ralph H. 
Daughton of Norfolk, and A. E. 
S. Stephens, of Isle of Wight, as 
sponsors. It was backed by Gov- 
ernor Darden, who had played a 
leading role in founding the hos- 
pital and making its construction 
possible. 

The plan for building the hos- 
pital started about twelve years 
ago, with 41 prominent citizens 
serving on its board of directors, 
then headed by Mrs. A. E. Ewsll, 
who served for four years. Mrs. 
P. E. Lotz succeeded her for a 
four-year term and it was while 
she was president that previous- 
ly raised funds were increased to 
the point where construction 
could be started. The institution 
originally was called the Tide- 
water Victory Memorial Hospi- 
tal. The institution, erected at a 
cost of $75,000, was opened on 
December 27, 1937. 

Dr. C. Lyon Harrell has been 
medical director and Vernon G. 
Eberwine, of Suffolk, now is pres- 
ident of the hospital. He has 
served for almost four years.

The reasons for planning so 
vast a military establishment are 
cbvious. We must figure on a 
long war whose end will be the 
actual land invasion of Axis 
countries. All hope that will not 
be necessary and that Germany 
and Japan will collapse. But H 
would be the height of folly to 
plan on that. We must, instead, 
plan on doing it the hard way. . 

What will be the °ffect of this 
demand for manpower for the 
military services?

A NEW TAX BILL 



It's not yet clear just what kind of a tax 
bill Congress will nass. But some of the 
provisions can be forecast now: 

Income taxes will be increased, but to a 
lesser extent than the Treasury asked- Ex- 
emptions will probably be reduced. 

There is a fair chance of a general sales 
tax, of about 5 per cent, being adopted. In 
anv event, there will be many new indivi- 
dual sales taxes on such items as liquor, 
jewelry, home equipment, etc. 

It is likelv that^the Treasury's request for 
enforced joint-income tax returns for hus- 
band and wife will be adopted in a modified* 
form. Separate returns probablv will be 
allowed where the wife actually has a job, 
but not in other cases. 

Industrial war profits will probably be 
limited in some way. It is not believed that 
any fixed limitation, such as 6 per cent, is 
woi kable. This is a verv intricate problem, 
and it's going to be a job to work out an 
equitable formula.

Although 
pushed back to what is now Okla- 
homa, the Creek leaders never 
abandoned their efforts to uphold 
their people's rights. Many of the 
leaders are sketched by the author 
with admirable skill, although in 
her sketches, their essential hero- 
ism is contrasted pathetically with 
their inability to thwart the 
"sharps", who lived to cheat the 
Indians out of land, money and 
rights. ' 

The Creeks waged determined 
battle to the end; that came at the 
turn of the century; and the famous 
Dawes commission completed the 
process of encroachment by which 
the Creek was unwillingly led "into 
the untried path of individual land- 
holding and U. S. citizenship." 

Miss Debo stresses the greed of 
the European invader and the no- 
bility of the natives, and while one 
might suggest that there is still 
another side to the picture of the 
relations between the Indians and 
the white man, her partiality en- 
livens a book which is a finished, 
final study ot the sturdy Creeks.

And if it is true that the Gov-

All these rumors 
were promptly denied by Gen. de 
Gaulle, who stated that Muselier 
had been relieved at his own re- 
quest. The request itself remains 
unexplained. But if it were per- 
missible to speculate, one explana- 
tion might be the admiral's disgust 
over the extraordinary diplomatic 
hanky-panky which followed the ad- 
miral's Christmas Day coup at St. 
Pierre and Miquelon. It was on 
that occasion that Gen. de Gaulle 
and his associates were described in 
an official bulletin of our Depart- 
ment of State as "the so-called 
Free French forces." 

And yet this contemptuous 
ohrase — afterwards repudiated by 
Secretary Hull — pretty well de- 
scribes the ambiguous position the 
Free French have occupied in the 
anti-Axis coalition since the armis- 
tice — except, of course, on those 
occasions when their help was ur- 
gently needed, as, for example, in 
Syria, Africa and the South Pa- 
cific islands. At other times its 
leaders seem to have been crowded 
as far as possible into the back- 
eround. Why? No one can doubt 
that the Free French have ren- 
dered great and vital services in 
this war. Had there been mr Free 
French movement for example, the 
present American lifeline to Aus- 
tralia could not have been estab- 
lished. 

We are prone, however, to forget 
that what Gen. de Gaulle and his

Ji'rout Season Opens 
Monday, April 20 

Trout fishermen all over the 
State are getting out their boots 
and looking over their „ fishing 
tackle in preparation for the open 
ins of the 1942 trout season which 
is scheduled for April 20 at 5:30 
a. m.. Eastern war time. 

In spite of the scarcity of rub- 
ber tires many enthusiastic ang- 
lers are expected to make their 
annual opening day journey to 
the trout streams, and the Com- 
mission of Game and Inland Pish 
eries promises that several hund- 
red thousand brook and rainbow 
trout Will have been released in 
teh streams before the fishing be- 
gins next Monday morning. The 
Commission's fish division has 
been rushing the trout distribu- 
tion from its hatcheries for more 
than a month. 

Bait fishermen and artglers us- 
ing wet flies, streamers, and 
spinners will probably do best on 
opening day, the fish experts say. 
but advocates of the dry fly tech- 
nique should have their innings 
a little later in the season. 
Streams are usually high, the 
water is cold, and few insects are 
out during the first few "days of 
trout season. Dry fly fishing us- 
ually improves during May and 
June. 

In order to give the late sea- 
son and dry fishermen a "break," 
the Game \^ui*ii.iioo.w». ...... ...... 

held thousands, of large trout 
which will not be released until 
the early fishing rush is over. 
These fish will be planted in some 
of the larger streams as the sea- 
son progresses. Holding back 
some fish until late in the sea- 
son was tried out last year as a 
method of maintaining good fish- 
ing during the summer months. 

All the trout which have been 
distributed by the Game Com- 
mission this Spring have been 
large fish, eight inches or more 
in length. It lias been found that 
better fishing results from plant- 
ing several hundred thousand 
large trout than from releasing 
millions of tiny fry and finger- 
lings. 

This year's trout season will 
not close until July 31, one hum 
after sunset. Fishing will be per- 
mitted each da? during the open 
season from one hour before sun 
rise until one hour after sunset.

(Continued Froni Page One) 
and local organizations is to stres 
the correct, modern method of 
diagnosis the tuberculin test and 
the chest x-ray. 

Tuberculosis kills more persons 
between the ages of fifteen and 
forty-five years than any other 
disease. Much has been done in 
the past few years by the exten- 
sive campaigns of education wag- 
ed throughout the country— but 
much remains to be accomplish- 
ed, especially in view of the fact 
that the tuberculosis mortality 
rate has risen sharply since the 
beginning of the war. Education 
is the keystone upon which the 
Early Diagnosis Campaign rests. 
The object of the campaign is to 
Arid the spreaders of this disease 
and to keep them isolated until 
the danger of spreading is over. 
If this is done there is no reason 
why tuberculosis will not event- 
ually be brought under control 
and virtually wiped out. 

As a part of its campaign the 
Princess Anne County Tubercu- 
losis Association, of which Mrs. 
Rufus Parks is President, is spon- 
soring an Essay contest through 
the rincess Anne County High 
Sehcois, A prize of Five Dollars in 
Defense Stamps has been offer- 
ed in each school for the best 
essay on teh subject •Tuberculo- 
sis—Its Causes, Symptoms and 
Cure."

Norfolk, where he will be 
given an appointment either at 
General or at St. Vincent's Hos- 
pital. There is no need for a pros- 
pective donor to visit his own 
physician or a hospital, as the 
program provides its own medical 
staff. Each would-be donor is giv- 
en a thorough physical examina- 
tion, and the gift of blood is per- 
rriittedonly if the person is found 
to be in good condition. 

The operation requires only a 
few minutes, and entails no prep- 
aration on the part of the contri- 
butor other than the observance 
of a suggested diet during the 12- 
hour period immediately preced- 
ing the transfusion. 

Men Donors Prefered 

Authorities point out that men 
donors are preferred to women, 
declaring that men generally are 
stronger physically and therefore 
able to contribute more blood. 

Blood stored in the banks will 
be kept for emergency use, and 
will be available to the general 
public at no cost. Neither is pro- 
vision made for paying donors, 
the program being strictly a vol- 
unteer proposition which provides 
everyone with an opportunity to 
make a vital contribution to the [ 
civilian defense program.

Warning — Sand Not 
Salt For Bombs 



Sand, not salt, is approved by 
the War Department for putting 
out incendiary bombs. It is just 
as efective as salt and much 
cheaper. 

The announcement was made 
to spike a rumor that salt had 
been approved. The magnesium 
incendiaries can be cradled in 
and and carried outdoors in a 
bucket. The bomb can also be 
sprayed with water, but if water 
mains ara bombed, the house- 
wife will be wise to have prepar- 
ed several buckets of dry sand. 
Wajer should be sprayed, never 
splashed or played in a direct 
stream on the bomb. 

The sand method of attack calls 
for emptying a half bucket on the 
floor, then scooping up a shovel 
full to spread a layer on the bomb 
A long-handled shovel is obvious- 
ly preferable. Sand and bomb are 
then transferred to the Ducket, 
which still contains several inch- 
es of sand. Next the handle of 
the bucket is slipped over the end j 
of the shovel handle, and the 
bucket carried outside and dump- 
ed. 

Sand and water both may be 
used on incendiary bomb fires. 
The War Department cautions, 
however, that elaborate and ex- 
pensive fire-fighting equipment 
are not necessary for extinguish- 
ing small incendiary bombs.

Prevention of waste in food 
distribution will be a vital fac- 
tor in the effort of Princess Anne 
County's 2,831 farm operators 
and workers to achieve their war 
time food production goals, it 
was indicated today in a survey 
by a leading distributor of Vir- 
ginia farm produce. 

At least half of the estimated 
S6.000.000 annually lost from 
spoilage and damage to Virginia 
fruits and vegetables alone can 
be prevented by the use of bet- 
ter grading, packing and by bet- 
ter and more direct distribution 
methods, Earl R. French, market- 
ing director for Atlantic Com- 
mission Company, A & P produce 
buying affiliate, declared in the 
survey's summary. He indicated 
thaj; further savings could be r.eal 
ized from improved hadling of 
otehr Virginia farm products. 

"If Princess Anne County far- 
mers, working with distributors, 
cut by half the average 10 to 12 
per cent of fruit and vegetable 
shipments lost through damage 
and spoilage, they will have achi- 
eved the equivalent of a 5 to 6 
per cent increase in production 
without any extra acreage, seed, 
fertilizer, equipment or farm la- 
bor," French said. 

"Under wartime conditions, use 
v, ,. cfnsKSi^ ' psG-duet^s "fsu Lhtwbt" 
and efficient distribution chan- 
nels such as those developed by 
chain stores is becoming increas- 
ingly important," he continued. 
"For example, Princess Anne 
county's 1,108 farm family work- 
ers will find their job of increas- 
ing production made more diffi- 
cult because of the shrinking 
farm labor supply, rising farm 
wages and limited availability of 
farm machinery and supplies. 

"The latest census counted 1,- 
723 regular hired hands in the 
county. Since that count was 
made, farm labor has decreased 
as much as 49 per cent in cer- 
tain areas and up to 37 per cent 
in some Virginia districts," Mr. 
French said. 

But despite future labor cur- 
tailments, he said, past perfor- 
mance indicates the farmer can 
approach food production goals. 
In ten years, covered by recent 
government reports, the farmer 
had increased his productive effi- 
ciency by 25.2 per cent. The aver- 
age farmer, the survey revealed, 
fed 11.7 persons in 1929 and ten 
years later was feeding 14.1 per- 
sons from his fields.

Most vegetables are bland. To 
bring up their delicate flavor cook 
tbem In the least possible amount 
of water. Cook until tender and not 
one minute longer. Serve immedi- 
ately. 

To preserve the vitamins we are 
told to keep vegetables tightly cov- 
ered during the cooking and not to 
stir them. Also, save the cooking 
water. This essence contains some 
of the precious vitamins and min- 
erals.

Remove from cooking water and let 
drain. Serve whole With the Tomato 
Sauce served in the hollow at the 
top of the cabbage.

4 tablespoons brown sugar

A recent test of gas pumps at 
filling sations in Princess Anne 
County by H. L. Lewis, an inspec- 
tor of the Division of Markets of 
the State Department of Agricul- 
ture shows the following results: 
A total of 311 gas pumps were 
found in use and tested: 34 of 
these were found incorrect or 
failed to meet the standard re- 
quirements. 

Those pumps that were found 
to be correct were approved and 
sealed with a white sticker or tag, 
which indicates to the purchaser 
that these pumps were tested and 
approved by the inspector. The 
public is urged to look for the 
white seal on gas pumps when 
buying gasoline as tha presence 
of this seal is their best insur- 
ance against inaccurate measure. 
All pumps found to measure in- 
accurately or have mechanical dc 
fects of such a nature as to lead 
to inaccurate mi r facili- 

tate the perpetration rf fraud 
were t&gged with a red "Con- 
demned for Repair;" •. tag, incli- 
m.r e- purchaser that the' 

pumps were not In an approved 
condition when tested. All such 
pump's are required to be repair- 
ed and corrected at once if con- 
tinued in use. 

In connection with the testing 
of gas pumps, the grease measur- 
ing devices used in filling the 
M-ii-ici-.i < ; ir.pt! pud differentials of 
mobiles were also tested. 
Grease measuring devices that ds> 
not measure correctly are .con- 
demned in the same manner as 
gas pumps. However, the approv- 
ed stickers r :ie not applied t 
grease measuring devices that are 
found to measure correctly but 
the adjusting apparatus on sue! 
devices is sealed in Such a way 
that the measure cannot be al- 
tered without first destroying or 
mutilating the seal.

In 1941 United States beet-sugar producers were required to 
reduce their acreage by an average of 17 per cent. Previous cuts in 
cane-sugar production were contined. At the same time the Mari- 
time Commission was being whipped-up to build more ships, while 
sugar interests and Washington planners were trying to bring in 
sugar from Latin America. 

In short, the crops of beet and cane sugar in the United States 
and Puerto Rico were cut last year, 620.000 tons. In Puerto Rico. 
300,000 tons of can sugar was never harvested, because it was called 

an excessive quota. 

About 1,500,000,000 tons of Philippine and Hawaiian sugar has 
been lost So, it appears that most of the sugar shortage is direct- 
ly chargeable to poor planning under Government "control" 
schemes.

The government is going to need 
many more millions of people to 
carry on its war production. Mil- 
lions of women will get shop jobs, 
but they cannot probably come any- 
where near filling the gaps. 

It seeni3 likely that millions 
of men will have to be drafted from 
industries aniT jobs considered non- 
essential, to fill this need. That 
.will bring up many fine points as 
to what constitutes an essential job. 
— &~is-t he e ffort of business to do 
everything it can to sjrve the public 
from inconvenience, and to render 
all possible service. The public 
hates to wait for things, and many 
people get jobs so that better and 
more prompt service can be sup- 
plied, which is a f ijie display of' en- 
terprise. 

The government may be forced 
to take the position that many fac- 
tories and wholesale and retail es- 
tablishments could in an emergency 
get along with fewer employes, so 
that a portion of their helpers can 
be put on war work. It may have 
to say that people should get along 
without many articles they still 
purchase freely, and should not ex- 
pect such quick service when they 
buy things. It has already had to 
restrict production in certain civil- 
ian goods which our people value 
highly, 

-"The American people should be 
good natured in war time. If they 
can't buy some things classed as 
non-essential, they should reflect 
that they are apparently going to 
have all ftie food and clothing thoy 
need, and be pretty comfortable 
If they sometimes have to wait 
longer than Usual for service, they 
might reflect on the long lines of 
people -in Europe who have to wait 
hours to buy food on their ration 
cards. 

Such deprivations or inconven- 
ience are slight compared with the 
things the boys have to suffer on 
the firing line, or on the ships of 
war or in sailing on dangerous seas.

Comity Coordinator Floyd 
Deary Has Issued Warning

J. H. Wise, co-ordinator of the 
Defense Council, has asked that 
residents of all populated cen- 
ters, or "target areas" near the 
Virginia coast, to be on the alert 
against the possibility of an en- 
emy air attack that may be un- 
dertaken in retaliation for the 
American bombing of Tokyo and 
other Japanese cities. 

"We are very anxious about the 
situation," Wyse said, ".and we 
have asked the target areas to be 
on the alert for anything." 

The defense coordinator said he 
had received a letter from Col. 
Augustine S. Janeway, chief of 
staff for the ThixtL -CJadlian. .De- 
fense Region, urging that Vir- 
ginia, along with Maryland, 
Pennsylvania and the District of 
Columbia be alerted against the 
possibility of enemy air raids. 

Protection against enemy air at- 
tacks was taken as much as 10 
days ago, according to Wyse, 
when the district warning cen- 
ters were placed on a 24-hour 
watch, and aircraft spotters with- 
in the area 150 miles of the coast 
have been on 24-hour duty since 
the attack on Pearl Harbor. •

Legislation to provide for de- 
pendents of enlisted men in the 
Army and Navy was introduced 
in Congress this week, sponsored 
by the War Department. It calls 
for payments by the men them- 
selves and by the Government. 
The measure would provide $40 
a month for a wife and $10 addi- 
tional fo reach child; $35 for one 
parent, or $45 for two. 

Dependents are divided into 2 
classes. A and B. In Class A are 
wives and children; in Class B 
are parents, grandchildren, broth- 
ers and sisters of the men in serv- 
ice. 

j. lie men would be required to 
contribute from their pay $20 a 
r~-.tl. if U.ey have dependents in 
one class and $25 if they have 
dependents in both classes if they 
desired to take advantage of the 
legislation. 

In addition to these payments, 
the dependents would receive al- 
lowances from the Government 
on this monthly scalo: Wife $20, 
with $10 additional for each child; 
one child and no wife $15, with 
$10 more for each additional 
child; divorced wifewho has been 
awarded alimony $20; one parent 
$15; two parents $25; each grand 
child, brother and sister $5. 

Additional payments by the Fed 
eral Security Administration 
would be authorized in any cases 
where it was found that these al- 
lowances were insufficient for act 
ual living expenses. 

The bill would affect all en- 
listed men in the Army from the 
lowest grade of private up to and 
including the lowest grade of ser- 
geant and men of equivalent rank 
in the Navy , Marines and Coast 
Guard.

Making public official instruc- 
tions for registration of citizens 
and operation of the nation's 
first food ratoining system, OPA 
declared that persons possessing 
more than two pounds of sugar 
at the time of registration would 
be penalized as hoarders, while 
persons po s ses s i n g more than six 
pounds would be permitted to reg- 
ister but would be denied ration 
books until their "hoard" is ea- 
hausted. __J£ 

Individuals possessing more* 
than two pounds, but not exceed- 
ing six will have one stamp for 
each pound torn from their ra- 
tion books at the time of regis* 
tration. Since these restrictions 
apply to individuals a family of 
four, for example could posse** 
eight pounds without penalty. 
No Sales for Week 
No retail sales of sugar will be 
permitted during the week begin- 
ning April 27, preliminary to the 
consumer registration between 
May 4 and May 7. 

Officials said actual rationing 
would begin some time during 
the registration period but that 
the exact date had not been set 
Wholesale deliveries to retailers 
or deliveries from refiners to in- 
dustrial users will not be affect- 
ed by the pre-ration "freest" at 
the retail level.

Behind The Scenes In 
American Easiness 

BACKLASH— Deeper and deep- 
er bitesthe backlash of war, into 
even the most modest of the na- 
tion's 1.700,000 retail stores. Thou 
sands of things you wouldn't think 
of as "war materials" at all act- 
ually are needed in tremendous 
quantities for some war role or 
other— dainty things like window 
curtains, or novelty items like 
playing cards. Storekeepers, even 
of stores which haven't been hit 
directly by auto, or gas, or type- 
writer, or bicycle, or pot-and- 
pans curtailments, are constantly 
finding their 'education" broad- 
ened with respect to the maetirals 
and machinery behind just such 
items as these, and many others. 
Taken as a whole, the nation's re 
tail stores face the problem of 
"making up for" durable goods 
which last year aggregated fif- 
teen billion dollars worth of their 
fifty-four billion dollar total sales. 
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3 In recent years there has been a marked 
increase in the number of fatalities on the 
highways of the State of Virginia, and since 
the vast number of immigrating defense 
workers, these figures are constantly rising. 

At the recent session of the State Legis- 
lature its members recognized that some 
action had to be taken in an effort to check 
the ever increasing accidents on the high- 
ways. As statistics showed that the major- 
ity of accidents occur as a result of speed- 
ing, the legislative bodies passed a bill au- 
thorizing the governor to reduce speed lim- 
its, regulating the flow of traffic as he 
thought best, at his discretion. ■ 

Governor Colgate W. Darden, Jr, being 
alert to the situation, was quick to take ad- 
vantage of his discretionary power and al- 
most immediately ordered that the speed 
limit on the highways throughout the state 
be reduced to 40 miles per hour. At the 
same time, he used a further discretion in 
not attempting to enforce the new regula- 
tions to the letter, but instead, ordered the 
State Police Patrol to issue warnings for a 
limited time until the general public could 
Vcustom itself to the new regulation, after 
.which the regulation will be strictly en- 
forced. , 

Although this regulation may slow up 
traffic on our highly congested highways, 
we believe that it will go to a great extent 
toward the reduction of automotive acci- 
dents and that the governor should be con- 
gratulated on taking advantage of the wide 
move made by the legislature in granting 
this discretionary power. 

ALL-OUT FOR GOVERNMENT, TOO 

Because it is the nation's largest city, 
New York has little in common with other 
local governments and the news that the big 
town has slashed its budget would not, or- 
dinarily, be of any great interest to our 
readers. But with the nation at war, eco- 
nomy action by a major government unit 
acquires national significance, for it indi- 
cates a realistic, fact-finding attitude by the 
city's administration that, unfortunately, is 
no characteristic of the officials of most of 
our local governments. 

For, while citizens have faced the grim 
fact of war and have shown an admirable 
willingness to accept every sacrifice and 
personal hardship that may be necessary, 
"government as usual" seems to be the 
guiding rule of officiate... Expenditures 
continue as if there had been no Pearl Har- 
bor, taxes remain at peacetime rates, al- 
though new federal levies necessitated by 
the war bear with increasing severity on 
overburdened taxpayers, and public employ- 
ment stays at an all-time high, despite the 
crying need for workers in war production. 

The hard, inescapable truth is that we 
cannot ha*e an all-out war effort until gov- 
ernment, too, enlists for the duration.

DONT FORGET TO GO FISHING! 

A lot of Old Domniion sportsmen didn't 
need any reminder to make them put on 
their fishing clothes and rig up their tackle 
when the 1942 trout season opened Monday, 
but few of them will be able to get in as 
much angling as they would like during the 
coming months. Extra war work and trans 
portation difficulties will doubtless restrain 
many Izaak Walton disciples from indulg- 
ing in their favorite pastime. 

But extra work calls for extra play, and 
wise fishermen will not miss a chance to 
spend a few restful hours beside their fav^ 
orite stream or pool. The tempo of modern 
life is such that all too few persons have 
sufficient opportunities to relax. When the 
additional activities brought about by a war 
come into everyday life, the need for fre- 
quent periods of recreation is increased. 

Fishing is an especially good form of rec- 
reation for these troublous times. The sport 
can be engaged in with as little or as much 
vigor as may suit the angler's taste.

While increased 
production of war supplies is now impera- 
1 ive, continued maintenance of health and 
efficiency through wholesome outdoor rec- 
reation is also essential.

No- 
thing should send one back to his job with 
greater determination to win!

SELF-DEFENSE— To help min- 
imize losses from bombing attacks 
on war production and other 
plants, an air raid safety plan 
which is adaptable to any of the 
200,000 industrial and office build 
ings in the country Was present- 
ed by John J. Hennessy, civilian 
defense coordinator of Schenley 
Distillers corporation, to a meet- 
ing of national, state and local 
defense officials in New York. The 
plan calls for a volunteer build- 
ing director to supervise air-raid 
precautions in each building, and 
provides for a floor-by-floor vol- 
unteer organization of wardens, 
first-aid and fire-fighting units, 
with suitable safety zones on ev- 
ery floor. Presentation of the plan 
followed the recent appeal by U. 
S. Civilian Defense Director Jas.

WATCH YOUR COSTS 

When you talk about profits to a 
student of economy, he at once tells 
you that profits depend upon two 
main factors — the cost of produc- 
tion and the 
selling price. Ae 
the spread be- 
tween those two 
factors widens, 
profits go up. 

In a manufac- 
turing business, 
where accurate 
costs are a reg- 
ular part of an 
organized book- 
keeping system, 
it is not a very difficult matter to 
know exactly, the cost of producing 
anything. On the farm, costs are 
not so easy to arrive at precisely. 
Most farmers keep a record of 
what khey pay out for machinery, 
seed, fertilizer and other supplies, 
and they know what they receive 
for crops sold; but the important 
Item of labor, as a part of cost, is 
liot so easy to figure. 

The important labor factors are 
two. First, exactly how much la- 
bor should be charged — how many 
actual hours — to each acre of crop

IMPAIRED HEARING 

"Emphasis these days naturally 
to fccussed upon the need of phy- 
sical fitness |or those of combat 
age, and the rehabilitation of 
those in that group who require 
it. On the other band, realizing 
that the hope of the future rests 
with the children of the present, 
every effort on the part of prac- 
ticing physicians and health offi- 
cials is being made to develop 
and maintain the well-being of 
those in the younger age brack- 
Activities in maternal and 

|d health clinics are being con 
effectively. Nutritional re- 
ements of infants, youngsters 
And'' adolescents i*to» are receiv- 
ing increased attenpin. Safe milk 
and water suppMee, adequate sew 
age dtoppsal facilities, screening 
agaiAl jfltos, and environmental 
aanftattt» fenetally are import- 
ant factors to child health con- 
servation. Stress to being laid up- 
on the correction of dental de- 
fects in the young. Eye health, 
too, is receiving rts share of atten- 
tion. The heed of living habits 
that conserve the growing body 
are being publicized effectively 
by way of the radio, press and 
platform. Additional thousands 
of parents are becoming more in- 
terested in achieving maximum 
health for their off-spring. But 
despite this excellent work, there 
to a need for a more concerted 
arack td prevent impaired hear- 
ing among the young," states Dr. 
I. C. Riggin, State Health Com- 
missioner. 

"It has been said that the hard 
of hearing form the largest single 
group of the handicapped in this 
county, with an estimated ten 
million so impaired in varying 
degrees. A report by Conrad Sel- 
the Hard of Hearing states that, 
nig of the American Society for 
conservatively speaking, 300,000 
children in the United States have 
one ear with little or no usable 
hearing. A still larger group would 
be found with smaller deficiencies 
in one or both ears. 

'That maked benefit occurs 
when proper treatment is pro- 
vided early in life has been dem- 
onstrated repeatedly. The great- 
est stumbling block is lack of a 
systematic search not only for 
those young people of preschool 
age whose hearing actually is im 
paired, but to dicsover those with 
potential impairment. 

"The State Department of. Edu- 
cation, through the Division of 
Rehabilitation, Special and Adult 
Education, is developing a pre- 
ventive program for the hard-of- 
hearing by conducting hearing 
tests in the public schools. Upon 
discovering hearing losses or as- 
sociated conditions, parents are 
advised to seek qualified medical 
aid for the children involved. 
Clinical facilities are available for 
children whose parents are not 
financially able to pay for ser- 
vice;; of this type. This activity 
markedly should reduce the num- 
ber of hard-of-hearing adults in 
Virginia in the years to come. 

"Hcyever, for the best results 
for the greatest number of young 
people, it is essential that mo- 
thers and fathers cooperate with 
the physicians, educational and 
public health officials in their at- 
tempt to solve this problem, by 
rcr.!iz ! n^ that a problem exists in 
the younger age group. The fam- 
ily physician is in a position to 
discover actual or treatened hear- 
ing loses in the child of preschool 
age/ and his assistance definitely 
should be sought in this connec- 
tion; It is essential also that the 
Piiysiclan's instructions regarding 
nftsjeara -of childhood diseases 
which cah cause damage to hear- 
ing should be followed to the let- 
ter. Such parental cooperation 
would reduce the hearing casual- 
ties among today's children."

Civilian Defense To

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Time Short In 
Which To Meet 
Va. Oil Goals 

Procedure To Obtain Seed 
Explained By A AA 

Realizing that time is getting 
short, county reports indicate 
that AAA committeemen are mak- 
ing a renewed drive in the farm 
canvass to attain revised 1942 
acreage goals of soybeans and pea 
nuts for oil. says S. K. Cassell, 
AAA executive assistant. This job 
was specifically asigned to AAA 
committeemen. 

"Oil crops are essential to the 
war effort. Production of these 
and essential food crops is as es- 
sential as the production of planes 
tanks and ammunition. The farm 
is in as strategic a position as the 
armed forces, and community 
committeemen recognize this fact 
and are gladly making the nec- 
essary sacrifice of time to do the 
contact work and use their in- 
fluence to get soybeans and pea- 
nuts for oil produced," Mr. Cas- 
sell says. 

These oils are needed for every- 
day use in homes and factories 
in the form of such commodities 
as food, soap, paints, varnishes, 
printer's ink, gylcerine, linoleum, 
special lubricants, and the manu- 
facture of metals .textiles and 
r goods, A portion of our 
fats and oils normally comes from 
the Phillipines, Dutch East In- 
dies and Malaya. Domestic pro- 
duction is normally a third short 
of supplying the fats and oils 
needed for soap, more than a 
third hsy of the requirements 
fo rindustry, and almost a half 
short of our needs for paints and 
varnishes. 

County Goal Set 

Increased domestic production 
has been urgently requested by 
the Department of Agriculture to 
offset imports no longer available 
because of the w^r, and each Vir- 
ginia county with the ability' to 
produce soybeans and peanuts in 
volume has been given a goal by 
the Virginia URDA Ward Beard. 

Princess Anne County farmers 
have been requested to produce 
17,000 acres of soybeans and pea- 
nuts. Growers have been request- 
ed to substitute where peanuts 
cannot be produced, and to bear 
in mind that, depending upon the 
variety, it take? approximately 
three acres of soybeans to offset 
one acre of peanuts for oil pur- 
poses. 

To assure ample seed, the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation has 
purchased large quantities of soy 
beah and peanut seed and thru 
the Growers Peanut Cooperative 
of Franklin, Va., has made them 
available to farmers for planting 
for oil. Local distributing agencies 
have seed in stock.

Princess Anne County will reg- 
ister Monday, all men between 
the ages of 45-84 inclusive, in 
the fourth selective service draft, 
which is expected to exceed in 
number of- men. either of the 
other three registrations.

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NEWS OP THE WEEK 
IN REVIEW 

A COUPLE OP WARS TO WIN 



The problems of today loom large with soaring costs of Gov- 
ernment, new peaks in taxation and dangers of inflation. Civil- 
ian conditions are confused, and the usual methods of manage- 
ment are not used to bring us back into steady motion. We do not 
tike tinge to get matters fixed by improving our laws. 

The Government hands us new charts that are called "controls" 
and orders us to keep moving and quit blocking the traffic. The 
fellow who asks, "what for" is not apt to talk-back, because he 
starts thinking about the boys who are in this war, and the human 
tragedies on the battlefields and at sea. He resolves to keep-in- 
step and pinch out a few more dollars to use in buying victory 
bonds and stamps. 

On Capitol Hill in Washington our Congress has re-engaged 
in discussions for revising labor laws that displayed their imper- 
fections and brought about hundreds of failures. The National 
Labor Act was passed as an "experiment," with a general under- 
standing between the Administration and Congress, and also be- 
tween organized labor and national industries that it would be 
amended from time to time so that it would meet the public in- 
terests. 

Those promises to the people have not been kept as is shown 
by the fact that, whenever collective bargaining has failed in the 
past half dozen years, destructive strikes have followed. Questions 
of hours, wages, the closed shop, might all have beenjfetraightened 
out amicably if the promises that surrounded acceptance of the 
labor laws as "experiments" had been kept. Instead of laws there 
have been official "fixers" called mediators, arbitrators, board and 
adjusters, that have confused the problems and multiplied troubles 
of union workers and employers. 

Otherwise, President Roosevelt would not have told a recent 
press conference that he was considering imposing ceilings on 
wages to prevent inflation. 

Labor leaders have been endeavoring to join the forces of 
management, and tell employers how to run their businesses. But 
they do not suggest admitting management groups or employers to 
membership in the unions. Neither does Congress appear to have 



learned umi iht iuwot.,., ojotcar. „., 
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for two cr three hundred years is being changed so that the bosses 
will have to takeorders — not from the men who work for them— 
but from union labor leaders. 

While we are considering a few problems of the second war 
that will be waged to win the peace it should be noted that a crus- 
ade of prosecutions is being held in abeyance by the Antitrust 
Division of the Department of Justice against big business, and 
the so-called "capitalistic system." 

Besides, there are more that a dozen Government programs 
collectively known as "social security" that have already cost the 
taxpayers billions of dollars. Undoubtedly there are varying de- 
grees of merit in these plans, but asw student of local government 
must realize that these are functionsifhat have been^held by towns, 
cities and States in the past three centuries, and these responsibi- 
liies are plainly "state's rights." 

We do not need to consider politics, or political advantages 
that relate to both of the wars our county has to win. We are 
not questioning the step taken to bring pressure on the British 
governmen to employ its military strength to help Russia lick 
Hitler now, this Spring. The war to win cannot be won— accord- 
ing to Harry Hopkins and General Marshall, by production alone. 
America has been doing a magniflcient job in production. 

While big guns roar in all parts of the World all the warring 
people are praying for their side to win. No Government, no peo- 
ple have as mfcich to lose as the United States because we have 
built up the righest and most powerful and the best sample of 
Democracy in all-time. Our ordinary comforts liik like riches 
to the rest of the world. 

We dropped backwards after the war of 1917-18; and we are 
now in grave danger of losing our civilian and economic riches 
and balances. Therefore, the war to save Democratic government 
by winning the peace should consider the necessities of embargoes 
for peace, neutrality for precaution, lend-lease for Uncle Sam. 
There should be no hesitancy, or delay in declaring that the es- 
tablished rights of big and small business must be saved. 

A couple of wars must be won if we are to hold our present 
position in teh World of the future. 



THE AMERICAN WAY WILL WIN 



Deliveries of war products from just one American company 
totaled $261,084,959 In the first quarter of 1942, almost five times 
such deliveries in the first quarter of 1941 and more that $100,000,000 
above those for the final quarter of last year; 

That sounds like mass production in earnest but it really is 
only a start. This same company reports that production is going 
tip and costs to the Government are coming down. That's very 
reassuring, especially since it comes from a company like General 
Motors, which has undertaken the production of more than 10 per 
cent of our country's requirements of all war materials fabricated 
from metal. 

A report just issued "in the interests of keeping the American 
people properly informed about the progress of our war effort" 
offers ample evidence that General Motors is already far enough 
into the war production job to have demonstrated that our Ameri- 
can production methods and our American ways of doing business 
will out-produce our Axis enemies. 

The company reports price reductions of many millions of 
dollars to the Government on contracts as lower costs have been 
achieved, promising that similar price reductions will continue to 
be made as long as conditions permit the same aggressive and un- 
interrupted action that has been going on in past months. 

Another pledge is that "the entire General Motors organiza- 
tion—workmen and management alike— is dedicated to the single 
purpose of producing more tanks, airplanes, Army trucks, engines. 
guns and ammunition to help win this war." 

Surely, the American way will win! 



WHAT ABOUT MR. DIES? 



Every time. Chairman Dies makes a report to the House of 
Representatives somebody steps up and tries to swat him. Vice- 
President Wallace landed a hard punch on Congressman Dies this 
month. 

Mr. Dies and his associates have uncovered a lot of "fifth col- 
umnists" on the Administration payrolls and exposed them as un- 
fit to hold Federal offices. This information from the Dies Com- 
mittee has been a fine public service. 

Long before the war began the Dies Committee started to hunt 
up a lot of "bad-eggs,"— among whom were some leaders of the 
youth movements that were backed by Mrs. Roosevelt. Dies of- 
fended Mrs. Roosevelt, and the President. 

The Dies Committee is a fact-finding group of the House of 
Representatives, and it is important to remember that the House 
has given this Committee overwhelming votes of confidence on sev- 
eral occasions. Those okehs came from the Democratc in Con- 
gress — principally because they believe Dies is helping to clean house 
by driving out persons who are "hiding in sheep's clothing. Dies 
realizes that the way of reformers is hard— but he never gives up.

ment bureaus like the CCC, the 
NYA and the WPA — created to 
meet a depression emergency that 
is past — continue to compete 
with the war program for men, 
money and materials. 

It can happen here if employ- 
ers try to use the war emergency 
to break unions, if workers try 
to use it to enforce the closed 
shop, if union leaders demand ex- 
orditant fees for the right to 
work, if consumers hoard scarce 
commodities and if all groups 
look first to their own interest 
and only second to the nation's. 

It can happen here if C«ngress 
continues to play pork-barrel and 
log-rolling policies at a time 
when every resource of the na- 
tion must be directed to winning 
the war. 

It can happen here if the ad- 
ministration fails to cut non-de- 
fense expenditures and activities 
that compete with the war and 
add to the tax burden of the peo- 
ple. 



It can happen here in short. If 
higher profits for capital, higher 
pay for labor, higher prices for 
farmers and higher patronage for 
politicians seem more important 
to the American people than the 

loss of a war. 

It .will not happen here, be- 
cause teh American people will 
not let it happen here. But the 
time to "get tough" is now. 



TIKE-LESS, AND THE CHURCH 

(Southside Virginia News) . 

One of the men who signed the 
statement published in The News 
this week said that he believed 
that the loss of rubber, in this 
war, would tend to help the rural 
church. The way he reasoned it 
is interesting., 

Rural people, he reminded us, 
are social beings, delightful in 
social contacts. They have few 
near neighbors. On week days 
they have little time for sociabi- 
lity. Sunday is their visiting day. 
Before the restrictions which the 
war has imposed on cars and 
tires, they got into their autos on 
Sunday, and, as a rule, scooted off 
to see the Valley or the seashore, 



or to call on relatives or friends 
far away, at to idle away their 
time (and fritter away their mon- 
ey) in crowds at entertainment 
or drink places. In consequence, 
attendance at rural churches was 
small. 

When people awaken fully, as 
they hare not done yet, to the 
fact that transportation must be 
limited (if, indeed, it will be pos- 
sible), people will gejt so "lone- 
some" at home, this man says, 
that they will hie themselves to 
a neighborhood church — afoot, on 
horseback or muleback, or in a 
buggy or wagon — in order to sat- 
isfy their gregarious instinct and 
"see people" who, like themselves, 
know that people will * be at 
church. 

Maybe (says our friend) they 
will hear there, at church, God's 
voice, as well as the voices of 
their earthly neighbors, and so 
gain in spirit and be better able 
to endure teh privations this war 
will impose upon them, and im- 
pelled to do more to get the thing 
over with. 

Maybe so. We hope so..

Fort Story To Be 
Greatly Expanded 

Some 9?fcI\Acres Condemn- 
ed For Duration Of War 
By Government 

965 acres of land lying west 
and south of the original Fort 
Story reservation are to be taken 
over by the government for the 
expansion of the coastal defense 
area. The papers were filed in the 
Federal District Court, late last 
week, by the United States Gov- 
ernment. J 

This tract is embraced in Lynn- 
haven District, Princess Anne 
County. L. S. Richardson, special 
attorney, Land Division, Depart- 
ment of Justice, acting for the 
Government, invoked the\ War 
Purpose Act. The land is mostly 
unimproved, although there are 
many property owners in the area 
who either win be reimbursed or 
have the property returned to 
them after the emergency. The 
right of possession on the part of 
the government, Mr. Richardson 
said will be exercised immediate- 
ly. 

A large portion of the Seashore 
State Park already has beenturn- 
ed over to the Government for 
war use. This area lies between 
the by-pass road and the right of 
way of the Norfolk Southern Rail- 
way. The tract is enclosed by a 
high wire fence. 

Under the War Purpose Act, 
Mr. Richardson said, no deposit 
of money was necessary in the tak 
ing over of the MS acres of land. 



New Automobiles 
Be Available

Price Administrator Leon Hen- 
derson is reported to have said, 
in a letter to Representative 
Woodrum, Democrat, Virginia, 
recently, that changes in regula- 
tions on the purchaseof new cars 
was under study and that the 
artinn taken would be revealed 
within a few days. The action 
considered is for the- purpose of 
relieving the regulations so that 
dealers will sell something like 
their quotas in the near future. 

Simultaneously, Henderson 

wrote that "plans somewhat sim- 
ilar to the tire return plan to 
relieve the financial stress of toe 
individual car dealers have been 
developing for several weeks and 
will be announced within ten days 
or earlier. 

Under the tire return plan, 
tire dealers were permitted to sell 
their frozen tire stocks back to 
the manufacturers who in turn 
sold them to teh Government. 

Henderson said in his letter to 
Woodrum that the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation had 
been "extremely responsive" in 
working Out the car program 
which, he said should prove ma- 
terially helpful to the dealers "on 
at least two fronts and perhops 
three." 

The decision to ease the regu- 
lation for purchase of a car had 
resulted, Henderson wrote, from 
a summary of the first month's 
operation of auto rationing. 
Which showed that cars were mov 
ing only at about 40 per cent of 
the normal quota rate.

niented that "itmay, at a later 
time, be necessary to use them 
for other commodities if they are 
rationed." The "other commodi- 
ties" were not designed, but it 
was recalled that supplies of tea 
and coffee, for example, have 
been seriously threatened by the 
shipping situation which still re- 
mains the determining factor in 
our supply. Trade sources said 
that they ..had .heard o! nn ship 
ments of beet sugar from the 
Western United States, consider- 
ed earlier in the year as a way of 
meeting the situation created by 
loss of ships and Japanese cap- 
ture of the hilippines, once sup- 
plier of yearly 1,000,000 pounds. 

The OPA announced that per- 
sons holding sugar ration cards 
will be permitted to obtain a spe- 
cial allotment of sugar (not more 
than five pounds) for home can- 
ning. 

Applications for the additional 
sugar supply, above theone-half 
pound a week per person which 
has been set as the individual ra- 
tioning allowance, must be made 
to local rationing boards on spe- 
cial forms. The local boards are 
empowered to grant or deny the 
application. 

For those applications approv- 
ed, the boards will Issue special 
sugar purchase certificates, ra- 
ther than ration stamps, which 
will specify the total amount of 
sugar the applicant may pur- 



The average motorist will be- 
allowed from two and one-half 
to five gallons of gasoline a week. 
This "meal ticket" system of gas- 
oline rationing will be instituted, 
by the government in seventeen 
eastern States and the District 
of Columbia on May 15, it was 
disclosed today. 

Automobile owners will be is- 
sued rationing cards during a 
three-day period beginning May 
12th. Operators of trucks and oth- 
er motor vehicles "easily recogniz 
ed as commercial vehicles" will 
not be required to obtain ration 
cards and will not be restricted as 
to their purchase of gasoline. 

These motorists' rationing 
cards will be known as "A" cards. 
The service attendant will tear 
off, mark or punch a square for; 
each unit of gasoline delivered 
to a ration card holder. 

Supplemental cards, providing 
increased allowances of gasoline 
to doctors, war workers and oth- 
ers whose work requires mileage 
greater than that permitted un- 
dei the basic rationing allowance. 
OPA said that the simplicity of 
the plan would make the system 
more eiiective. it? motorist 
needs only to present i.is r.utomo- 
bil? re';' *t rati en card., to obtain 
rati-..

the gasoline will not be used on 
the highways. 

"Any registrant who feels he Is 
suffering special hardship because 
of a particular rationing card is- 
sued him may appeal to the local 
rationing board. He win be is- 
sued supplemental rations if he 
can show need.**
